Tbe registration of voters in the city 
and county of New York closed Saturday 
nigbt. 

It shows an enormous increase over the 
figures of last year, an increase that la out 
of all proportion to the normal growth 
year by year. 

The total number of voters who have 
registered is 308,792, an increase over the 
registration last year of no less than 42,- 
844. 

Only 854 more voters than arc on record 
this year registered in 1892, when the 
Presidential canvass brought out the votes 
of the slower citizens, who only go to the 
polls when It is a qestion of choosing an 
incumbent for tbe White House. 

The increase of registration in 1891 over 
tbe number in 1890 was 16,553. This was 
considered very great for a non Presiden- 
tial year. In 1893 the number of registry 
tions exceeded those in 1891 by only 4,426. 
A Presidential year (1892) intervened, and. 
of course, that raised issues that made 
the figures not at all comparable with a 
year when municipal issues chiefly are at 

Reformers claim that the figures por 
tend a sweeping reform victory. By their 
efforts they say that the list bas been re 
duced in the "crooked" districts wbere 
iead men have heretofore voted. Tbey 
believe that tbe increase of 42.844 is made 
up chiefly of anti-Tammanyites.
